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Our Oversea Trade in September (Page 545) 


A considerable expansion is shown as compared 
with both a month and a year earlier. Imports were 
valued at £71°9 million, or £5°8 million more than 
in August and £11:1 million (18 per cent.) more than 
in September, 1935. Exports of United Kingdom 
produce in September, 1936, at £37-0 million, were 
£1°7 million more than in August and £2°9 million 
(8 per cent.) more than in September last year. The 
excess of imports over exports of merchandise last 
month was £31:1 million, as compared with £26°4 
million in August and £22°9 million in September, 
1935. For the first nine months of 1936 the excess 
of imports amounted to £242 million, or £55 million 
more than a year ago. 


Economic Recovery in Portugal (Page 548) 

The future of both Government and people in 
Portugal is brighter than it has been for decades, 
writes the Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy 
at Lisbon, and unless there is a reversion to old 
systems and policies it is not too much to say, he 
adds, that Portugal has at last seen the dawn of a 
new era which promises a future attainable in pro- 
portion to the extent to which the nation as a whole 
is prepared to tolerate only sound and _ honest 
administration. Imports of merchandise were of 
considerably higher value in 1935 than in 1934, while 
exports also showed a fair advance. 


Iron and Steel Imports (Page 550) 


A system of licensing of imports into the United 
Kingdom of certain iron and steel products has been 
established, to take effect from November 4. A 
quota certificate and a certificate of origin will be 
required to accompany such imported goods, which 
will be subject to an import duty of 20 per cent. 
Higher rates of duty have been fixed for similar 
products not accompanied by certificates. 


British Iron and Steel Production (Page 553) 


Output of pig iron in September, 1936, at 650,800 
tons, compared with 529,600 tons in September, 
1935. A record was established for crude steel, the 
production of which reached 1,027,000 tons; a year 
earlier the total was 855,900 tons. 


Merchant Shipbuilding (Page 553) 


The total of 928,571 tons of work in hand on 
merecnant vessels under construction in Great 
Britain and Ireland at the end of September is over 
75 per cent. greater than the tonnage being built 
twelve months earlier and is the highest quarterly 
total recorded since September, 1930. The tonnage 
under construction throughout the world totals 
2,111,437 and is the largest since December, 1930. 


British Railway Traffic (Page 554) 

In the first six months of 1936 the number of 
passenger journeys taken showed an increase of 3:1 
per cent. as compared with the first half of 1985. 
Goods tonnage conveyed in the first 28 weeks of the 
current year was 42 per cent. in excess of that 
carried in the corresponding period of last year. 


Tanganyikan Import Sources (Page 555) 

The United Kingdom supplied 26 per cent. of 
Tanganyika’s imports during the first half of 1936, 
or the same ratio as in the corresponding period of 
1935. The Japanese share declined to 22 per cent.

per cent. from 9 per cent. 


New Zealand Trade Distribution (Page 557) 


Imports into the Dominion during the first half of 
1936 were valued at £N.Z.19,860,000, of which 
goods supplied by the United Kingdom accounted 
for £N.Z.9,658,000 and by the United States fo 
£N.Z.2,567,000. Exports from New Zealand were 
valued at £N.Z.33,968,000, of which the United 
Kingdom’s share amounted to £N.Z.26,477,000. 


Foreign Trade of Lithuania (Page 558) 


A rise of 24 per cent. in the value of exports 
during the first half of 1936, as compared with the 
corresponding period of 1935, with a smaller increase 
in imports, resulted in a favourable balance of 2% 
million lits in a total trade of 161 million lits. Nearly 
the whole of this balance was due to trade with the 
United Kingdom, which took 50 per cent. of 
Lithuania’s exports and supplied 40 per cent. of the 
imports. 


Syrian Agreement with Japan (Page 559) 
Japanese cotton yarns and piece-goods and silk 
and rayon piece-goods can only be exported to Syria 
under licences controlled by the Japanese Gover- 
ment. The proceeds from the sale of licences will 
form a fund for the encouragement of Syrian 
imports into Japan. 


Australian Primage Duty Reductions (Page 560) 


A statement is provided showing the rates of 
primage duty leviable on certain goods as on and 
from September 18, together with the rates formerly 
in operation. 


Albanian Tariff Changes (Page 560) 
Numerous alterations in and amendments to the 
Albanian Customs Tariff are recorded. 


French Quotas for Agricultural Products (Page 562) 


Agricultural products have been allocated their 
quota renewals as regards importation into France 
during the current quarter. A few quotas previously 
in force have been withdrawn. 


French Quotas for Fish (Page 562) 


Quotas for the import of unprepared sea-fish and 
others for the import of preserved, marinated or 
otherwise prepared fish have been renewed. Par- 
ticulars are now given of the total quotas and, 
where separate allocation has been made, the quota 
allotted to the United Kingdom.

There was a considerable expansion in our oversea 
trade in September as compared with both a month 
aid a year earlier. Imports were valued at £71-9 
nillion, or £5°8 million more than in August and £11°1 
nillion (18 per cent.) more than in September last 
year, the former increase being mainly seasonal. The 
value of exports of United Kingdom produce during 
September (£37:0 million) was £1:7 million more than 
in August and £2°9 million (8 per cent.) more than in 
September last year. Exports of imported produce 
were valued at £3°9 million, which was £0°5 million 
lss than in August, but somewhat larger than in 
September, 1935. The value of goods transhipped 
under bond, which are not included in the record of 
tither imports or re-exports, totalled £2°8 million—a 
gure appreciably higher than a year ago. The excess 
of imports over exports of merchandise last month 
was £31-1 million, compared with £26°4 million in 
August and £229 million in September last year. For 


the first nine months the excess of imports amounted ~ 


to £242 million, or £55 million more than a year ago. 


Imports of bullion and specie last month amounted 
o £34-:0 million, compared with £202 million a year 
earlier, while exports were only £4-9 million, compared 
with £27-7 million in September, 1935; the figure for 
lmports was, however, much below that recorded for 
August (£60:5 million). The excess of imports for the 
tine months amounted to £191 million, compared 
with £64 million in January-September, 1985.

more than in August and £3,276,000 (11 per cent.)

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from Canada and Roumania; on the other hand, there 
were no imports last month from the Argentine and 
the Soviet Union, as against over 1 million ewts. in 
each case in September, 1935. Imports of barley and 
of maize were also larger than a year ago, the increase 
for maize being substantial. Among the articles of 
dairy produce to show increases compared with a year 
ago were butter, from 670,000 cwts. to 871,000 cwts., 
and eggs in shell, imports of which increased from 1:8 
million to 20 million great hundreds. The increase 
noted for meat was due mainly to greater imports of 
mutton and lamb and of beef. 


Among fresh fruit and vegetables, apples accounted 
for about half the decline mentioned, imports from 
both Canada and the United States being much less 
than a year ago. Imports of unmanufactured tobacco 
were only about two-thirds of those in September last 
year, the reduction being almost entirely in supplies 
from the United States. Among other food and drink 
items, mention may be made of a rise in total imports 
of tea from 43°6 million lbs. last September to 49:1 
million lbs. this year. 


Imports last month of raw materials and articles 
mainly unmanufactured were valued at £19,553,000, 
which was £4,261,000 (28 per cent.) more than in 
September, 1935. Imports of wood and timber in- 
creased by £1,525,000, of raw cotton, etc., by 
£1,065,000 and of raw wool, etc., by £570,000; the 
only group to show a decline was rubber (£451,000). 
Retained imports of raw cotton last month amounted 
to 93 million lbs., compared with 57 million lbs. in 
September last year, while deliveries of cotton to mills, 
as reported by the Liverpool Cotton Association, were 
100°3 million lbs., as compared with 89-0 million lbs. 
a year earlier. For raw wool, too, there was an in- 
crease both in total imports and in the quantities 
retained. 


Imports of articles classed as wholly or mainly 
manufactured were valued at £19,133,000, compared 
with £17,800,000 in August and £15,506,000 in 
September last year. Compared with a year ago, 
there were increases for all the groups except vehicles, 
the largest being in respect of miscellaneous articles 
(£755,000), non-ferrous metals (£603,000), machinery 
(£513,000) and iron and steel (£424,000). 


EXPORTS 


Exports of food, drink and tobacco last month were 
valued at £2,960,000, which was about £200,000 more 
than in August or in September last year. Only two 
groups showed appreciable changes compared with a 
year ago; exports of beverages and cocoa preparations 
rose in value by £280,000, due mainly to increased 
exports of spirits to the United States, while for the 
“other food ’’ group a decline of £158,000 was re- 
corded, of which about £135,000 was in respect of 
refined vegetable oils. 


The value of raw materials exported in September 
amounted to £4,265,000, or £289,000 more than in 
August and £550,000 (15 per cent.) more than in Sep- 
tember, 1935. The latter increase applied to nearly 
all the groups in this class, being largest in respect of 
coal (£183,000). The quantity of coal exported last 
month wag 3,031,000 tons, which was 276,000 tons 
more than in August, and 102,000 tons more than in 
September last year, despite the complete cessation of 
exports to Italy and a reduction in exports to Spain 
from 68,000 tons in September, 1935, to 6,000 tons 
last month. The quantity taken by France last month 
(593,000 tons) was 38,000 tons more than in August 
and 89,000 tons more than a year ago. Exports to 
Finland, Denmark and Algeria were greater than in 
September, 1935, by 99,000 tons, 52,000 tons, and 
41,000 tons, respectively, but for Canada a decline of 
84,000 tons was recorded. The quantity of coal shipped 
as bunkers for steamers engaged in the foreign trade 
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and fishing vessels was 1,031,000 tons, or rather more 
than in August and 6,000 tons more than a year ago, 


Exports last month of articles wholly or mainly 
manufactured were valued at £28,820,000, which was 
£1,342,000 more than in August and £2,090,000 (8 per 
cent.) more than a year ago. The latter increase was 
shared by all the groups except non-ferrous metals 
and manufactures and electrical goods aad apparatus, 
the largest increases being in respect of the vehicles 
group (£389,000), cotton yarns and manufactures 
(£370,000), iron and steel and manufactures (£269,000), 
machinery (£243,000) and woollen and worsted yarns 
and manufactures (£224,000). The total tonnage of 
iron and steel goods exported was, however, about 
the same as a year ago, a decline in the cride 
products being offset by some increase in exports 
of the more finished and therefore more highly priced 
products. Exports of machinery last month totalled 
32,100 tons, compared with 29,900 in September, 1935, 
In the vehicles group, the number of new private cars 
exported rose from 3,507 in September, 1935, to 3,94 
last month, but the value showed a decline. Exports 
of chassis increased both in number and value, as did 
those both of motor and of pedal cycles, while the 
value of new ships and boats exported last month was 
£114,000 more than a year ago, and that of aircraft and 
parts increased by £134,000. There was, however, a 
marked falling-off in the exports of railway locomotives 
and parts. In the textile trades, exports were generally 
somewhat higher than a year ago. Exports of cotton 
piece-goods increased from 1503 million to 1586 
million square yards, notwithstanding a reduction of 
7:1 million square yards in exports to India; the value 
rose by £223,000. 


Exports of Imported Produce.—Re-exports of food, 
drink and tobacco last month were valued at £969,000, 
being rather more than either a month or a year earlier. 
Compared with a year ago, there were increases in 
respect of tobacco and grain and flour, partly offset by 
a decline in re-exports of beverages and cocoa prepara- 
tions. Re-exports of raw materials were valued a 
£1,685,000, or £538,000 less than in August—largely 
due to a seasonal decline in respect of raw wool, ete.— 
but £252,000 greater than in September, 1935, the 
principal increases being in respect of rubber and wool. 
The value of re-exports of manufactured articles 
(£1,186,000) was £244,000 less than a year earlier, 
owing to a decline of £332,000 in respect of non-ferrous 
metals. 


PORTUGAL 


ECONOMIC RECONSTRUCTION AND 
FOREIGN TRADE 


Portugal, *writes the Commercial Secretary to 
H.M. Embassy at Lisbon, has never felt the full force 
of the depression: she is practically independent of 
international finance; her industrial output is disposed 
of in the home and colonial markets, where her 
products enjoy a large measure of preferential treat 
ment; her principal interest is agriculture, on whieh 
the bulk of the people depend for their livelihood, and 
her most valuable exports (port wine, cork a 
sardines) are not subject to extensive. or really serious 
competition. 

The Government have consequently not been obliged 
to devote their main“endeavours and energies to the 
buttressing of agriculture or industry against h 
times, but haye their hands comparatively free t 
undertake a programme of ‘‘ economic recons{fut- 
tion,’’ which was approved during the first sessions 0 
the ‘National Assembly in January, 1935, and provides 
for an expenditure of £60 million over a_ period of 
fifteen years. Apart from the provisions of funds for

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national defence, the programme would appear to 
have been prepared on the lines which coincide with 
yhat might be considered to be the country’s natural 
economic development. No special emphasis is placed 
on the extension of industry. The technique of manu- 
feturing for the export market (apart from the 
wlonies) has not been developed in Portugal, and 

ater reliance is placed on the future of her agricul- 
tural and forestry products in foreign markets. 


The main items of the programme are improved 

rts, roads, hydro-electrical schemes and irrigation. 
An expansion of agricultural production and improved 
conditions among the farming population is expected 
to have its normal reaction on industry, the develop- 
ment of which would thereby correspond to a natural 
and orderly progression of prosperity among the classes 
fom which it draws its main support. Any growth in 
industrial activity would thus be consonant with the 
demand of the home and colonial markets, and could 
be, in normal circumstances, assured of a profitable 
situation in the domestic market without seeking an 
wtlet for its products in foreign countries in which it 
might not be equipped to succeed, even if it could 
wntend with the barriers that now oppose themselves 
to foreign trade. 


‘ 


Simultaneously with the plans for ‘‘ economic re- 
wnstruction,’’ the corporative movement is gradually 
being built up in accordance with the principles on 
which it is based. Corporative organisation is not 
compulsory, but is being allowed to develop in accord- 
ance with the needs and necessities of industry and 
commerce. The organisation of the movement is more 
fully described in the chapter devoted to that purpose 
inthe Commercial Secretary’s Report, but no attempt 
has been made to estimate the success it has so far 
achieved. 


FINANCES AND EXCHANGE 


The financial year which closed on June 30, 1935, 

was extended for six months until the end of 
December, and in future the financial year will 
wincide with the calendar year. The budgetary 
problem involved was solved by the simple expedient 
of increasing the provision made on both sides of the 
Budget by 50 per cent., and the Accounts for the 
tighteen months show a surplus of £2,882,000. The 
atimates for 1936 provide for expenditure of 
£17,477,700, of which £4,363,000 is earmarked for 
the first year of the programme of economic re- 
construction. 


In so far as exchange is concerned the task of the 
wmmentator is easy. No new regulations were intro- 
dueed during the period under review. Ample cover 
continues to be available and exchange was stable at 
the figure of 110 escudos to the pound sterling—the 
pegged rate. Money rates have fallen, and the Govern- 
ment is in @ position to raise new money at more 
favourable rates than ever before. No measures were 
required to support the escudo, and, although the 
value of imports increased in 1984 and again in 1935, 
it has not been found necessary to resort to quotas or 
‘ntingents either to protect home industries or to 
reduce imports. 


Toe WHEAT PROBLEM 


An important problem emerged in 1935 in the 
hatter of the production of wheat. Here again, as in 
the financial realm, the complexion of things is entirely 


hanged. A sixteenth century traveller commented 
that “ though the countryside of Portugal do some 
years find themselves corn, yet they are never able to 
Nietual the least part of their city of Lisbon.’”” In 
“9, for instance, Portugal paid more than £3} 
nillion for foreign wheat. Imports of this cereal in 

were valued at £90,000, and were for seed 
purposes only. The success of the Government’s 
"heat campaign, designed primarily to stop the ‘‘drain 
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of gold abroad,’’ has, however, given rise to an acute 
problem, and it has been found necessary to authorise 
the sale abroad of a large part of the existing surplus 
at a heavy loss—which will be borne by the farmer 
over a period of years. 


THe BALANCE OF TRADE 


The large unfavourable visible balance of trade 
occasions misgivings in some quarters, but the export 
figures are subject to substantial correction, and there 
would seem to be no occasion for anxiety if the present 
value of exports can be maintained. It is understood 
in Portugal that the standard of living can only be 
raised by increased production, but the problem is how 
to dispose of it. The status quo is not unsatisfactory 
as things go, but the major problem of the ameliora- 
tion of social conditions remains, and its solution must 
await the day when trade barriers are less formidable 
and obstructive than they are to-day. 


The effects of the depression have been less severely 
felt during the last two years than before, and are 
reflected in only a slight contraction of business done 
by the banks. None the less, financial reforms have 
achieved the purpose of strengthening the country’s 
powers of resistance. The exchange position of the 
Government, the Bank of Portugal and other credit 
establishments (in respect of gold, foreign securities 
and devisen) showed an increase between June 30, 
1930, and October, 1935, of £6,709,000. As during 
this period there was no resort to foreign loans or 
credits the favourable significance of the figures is 
apparent. 


This situation, moreover, has emerged in spite of 
foreign restrictions on Portuguese exports, the fall in 
the value of colonial products and the almost complete 
cessation of remittances from Brazil, at one time a con- 
siderable source of revenue. Another factor of import- 
ance is the gradual increase in the last five years of the 
value of imported raw materials, such as cotton, of 
which 14,786 tons was imported in 1931 and 23,441 
tons in 1935. This movement has been accompanied 


- by a fall in the importation of manufactured goods, 


principally textiles, the importation of which during 
the period mentioned fell from 1,292 tons in 1931 to 
621 tons in 1935. 


Tue Recovery Since 1981 


The recovery from 1931, which is considered to have 
been the worst year of the crisis, is reflected in the 
largely increased imports of coal and motor vehicles 
of all descriptions. The situation in regard to food- 
stuffs has also changed considerably in the matter of 
such staples as wheat, rice, dried codfish, potatoes and 
sugar. The expansion in exports does not appear to 
have been considerable, but this situation is difficult 
to appraise as the co-efficient of correction, in the face 
of under-valuation, is not easy to ascertain with cer- 
tainty. None the less progress has been made, especi- 
ally in the case of resinous products, which are com- 
manding a steadily increasing market abroad. The 
general index of economic activity, which takes a basic 
figure of 100 for the year 1931, showed an average for 
1935 of 122. Another important development has been 
the rapid growth of Portugal as a tourist centre, the 
revenue from which must now be a substantial factor 
in the balance of payments. 


On the whole, there is considerable ground for 
optimism, and the country has a good deal on which 
to congratulate itself. The future of both Govern- 
ment and people is brighter than it has been for 
decades, and unless there is a reversion to old systems 
and policies it is not too much to say that Portugal 
has at last seen the dawn of a new era which promises 
a future attainable in proportion to the extent to 
which the nation as a whole is prepared to tolerate only 
sound and honest administration. 
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The value of imports of merchandise for consump- 
tion during 1935 was £20,863,000, an increase on 
1934 of £8,048,000, while exports were up by £645,000. 
The excess of imports over exports was £12,466,000, 
or £2,398,000 more than in 1934. Imports of raw 
materials in 1935 were valued at £9,609,000, as against 
£8,430,000, an increase of £1,179,000, which followed 
an increase in 1934 of £527,000 over 1933, due in part 
to enhanced prices, but in the main to the continued 
improvement in domestic conditions. Imports of 
textiles at £1,071,000 compared with £1,094,000 in 
1984, thus confirming the steady downward trend 
which has been in evidence since 1929, when such 
imports were valued at £2,187,000. Imports of food- 
stuffs were valued at £3,224,000, as against £3,330,000 
in 1934, a reduction of £106,000, principally in rice 
and maize. Under the heading of machinery and 
vehicles imports at £4,648,000 in 1935 were consider- 
ably higher than the figure of £2,805,000 for 1934, but 
the increase is accounted for by the purchase of naval 
units and other vessels in the United Kingdom. 
Imports of miscellaneous manufactures were valued 
at £2,318,000, as against £2,150,000 in 1934. 


Imports in the four months ended April, 1936, were 
valued at £5,340,000, as compared with £5,711,000 
in the corresponding period of 1935, and exports at 
£2,590,000, as against £2,283,000. The reduction in 
the value of imports is thus shown to have been 
£371,000. Imports of textiles were down by £90,000, 
those of foodstuffs by £118,000, of machinery £100,000 
and raw materials £145,000. The increase in the value 
of exports of £307,000 was largely accounted for by 
the shipment of 53,000 tons of wheat, valued at 
£272,000. Compared with the averages for the corre- 
sponding periods of the last three years imports of raw 
wool and cotton, iron and steel and fertilisers, and 
exports of turpentine, cork, port wine and sardines 
show fair increases. There was a decline in the export 
of textiles to the colonies, owing to Japanese com- 
petition.

The percentages for the United Kingdom are satis. 
factory in so far as they go, but it must be borne in 
mind that they were substantially raised in 1933 and 
1935 by the importation of naval units, a transaction 
which is not representative of normal trade. Hitherto 
the import trade of Portugal enjoyed by the principal 
competing nations has remained fairly constant, but 
there are indications of future changes if, as is not 
unlikely, Portugal should feel herself obliged to bargain 
for markets in exchange for imports. The almost 
complete absence of exchange restrictions in Portugal, 
and the country’s ability to meet her external commit. 
ments, have attracted the attention of traders who, 
for a pleasant change, can transact their business with 
most of the freedom enjoyed in the days before the 
arrival of economic nationalism in its present intense 
form. 

The Prime Minister has publicly declared his dislike 
of trade restrictions such as contingents and quotas. 
No such barriers have been erected in Portugal, and 
the policy of bargaining has not been energetically 
pursued, the necessity for compensated commercial 
intercourse not having yet been forced upon the 
country by economic circumstances. None the less 
the principles underlying the policy of economic 
nationalism and self-sufficiency have attracted con- 
siderable attention, and there is now a definite move 
towards the adoption of such a programme.

IMPORT DUTIES ADVISORY COMMITTEE 
IRON AND STEEL PRODUCTS 


Import LicENcES, QuoTas AND DuTIES 


In August, 1935, following the Agreement concluded 
between the British Iron and Steel Federation and 
the Entente Internationale de |’Acier (the Continental 
Steel Cartel), the import duties on certain classes of 
iron and stee] products were reduced to 20 per cent. 
ad valorem, as a temporary measure pending considera- 
tion by the Government of the introduction of 4 
system of licensing of imports as contemplated by 
that Agreement. 


Section 6 of the Finance Act, 1986, made provision 
for such a system, and this is established, as from 
November 4, 1936, by the Additional Import Duties 
(No. 29) Order, 1936 (S.R. & O., 1936, No. 1084), 
issued by the Treasury, and by the Import Duty (Iron 
and Steel) Regulations, 1936 (S.R. & O., 1936, 
No. 1081), made by the Board of Trade under that 
Section. 


The effect of the Order and Regulations is that 
certain prescribed quantities of iron and steel products 
of the classes in question can be imported from eae 
exporting country on payment of import duty at the 
rate of 20 per cent. In order to ensure that 
maximum quantity is not exceeded in any year, COD 
signments of such goods must, in order to qualify for 
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ANNOUNCEMENTS— Continued 


admission at the reduced rate of duty, be accompanied 
by a quota certificate and a certificate of origin. 
Goods of these classes which are not accompanied by 
g valid quota certificate and certificate of origin will 
be charged duty, as from November 4, 1936, at the 
rates provided by the Additional Import Duties 
(No. 28) Order, 1936 (S.R. & O., 1936, No. 1083), 
which are set out below. These rates are in the main 
jdentical with those imposed on the recommendation 
of the Import Duties Advisory Committee in March, 
1985, under the Additional Import Duties (No. 6) 
Order, 1985 (S.R. & O., 1935, No. 242), with such 
adjustments as the Committee have recommended as 
desirable in present circumstances. 


Issuz OF CERTIFICATES 


The total quantity of goods in respect of which quota 
certificates may be issued will be authorised for each 
suntry by the Board of Trade in accordance with the 
provisions of sub-section (4) of Section 6 of the 
Finance Act, 1956. For the present the total quantity 
guthorised for any country will not exceed the imports 
from that country during the year 1934. 


The following arrangements have been made for the 
issue of quota certificates and certificates of origin :— 


Belgium.—Quota certificates and certificates of 
origin will be issued by the Entente Internationale 
de l’Acier, London. 


France.—Quota certificates and certificates of 
origin will be issued by the Comptoir Sidérurgigue 
de France, Société Anonyme & Capitol Variable, 
Paris. 


Germany.—Quota certificates will be issued by 
the Stahlwerks Verband, A.G., Dusseldorf, in 
respect of products other than wire products, and 
in respect of wire products by the Drahtverband 
G.m.b.H., Dusseldorf; certificates of origin will 
be issued by a Chamber of Commerce in Germany 
approved by the Board of Trade.

EXCHANGE CONTROL IN PARAGUAY 


H.M. Consul at Asuncion has reported by telegram 
that a Law was promulgated on October 1 for the 
liquidation of obligations covered by the Moratorium 
Law. The clause of principal interest to foreign 
creditors defines as specific matter for liquidation all 
guaranteed exchange debts existing prior to 
January 14, 1983, even if subsequently renewed. The 
liquidation of commercial debts in foreign currency, 
whether or not guaranteed by deposits in local 
currency, is provided for by quotas spread over 18 
months from September 30, 1936, at the current rate 
of exchange ruling in the open market at the date of 
each maturity. The due date of the first quota is 
given as December 31, 1936. 

These debts are understood to be free from interest 
from the date of the placing of a deposit in local 
currency at the disposal of the creditor, or his agent, 
until the date of the return of such deposit. In other 
cases interest will be chargeable at 6 per cent. per 
annum payable in one sum three months from the 
date on which the final instalment of the capital sum 
is due. 

Non-fulfilment on the part of the debtor of any of 
his liabilities as established by formal Notarial Act will 
free the creditor from all restrictions in exercise of his 
rights. 

Nott.—The above forms the text of a Circular 
(C. 4868) issued by the Department of Overseas Trade, 
35, Old Queen Street, London, §8.W.1, who state that 
a further Circular giving a translation of the relevant 
Decree will be issued when this is available. 


URUGUAYAN GOVERNMENT CONTRACTS 


REGULATIONS GOVERNING THE PRESENTA- 
TION OF TENDERS 


His Majesty’s Consul at Montevideo has reported 
that a Decree was issued on July 15 detailing the regu- 
lations which must be observed in submitting tenders 
for Government contracts. The measure, apart from 
reiterating the existing requirements, most of which 
concern the local representative and do not affect in 
practice the foreign tendering firm, contains certain 
provisions in favour of local products and interests. 

Preference will be given to national products, pro- 
vided that their quality is such that no prejudice will 
result from their employment in place of a foreign 
product, As regards comparative prices, national pro- 
ducts will be allowed a preferential margin of 10 per 
cent., as against imported articles whose price, for 
this purpose, shall include Customs duties. In the 
case of primary materials, the margin similarly 
allowed will be 5 per cent. 

In the case of imported articles of identical quality, 
there shall be a price-allowance of up to 5 per cent. 
in favour of offers submitted by locally established 
houses engaged in the particular line concerned over 
commission houses or agents. The call for tenders 
may provide for a reduction of this allowance, but it 
may not in any case be less than 1 per cent. When 
division of the contract is possible, and the import- 
ance of the work places it outside the scope of the 
majority of the local firms, the call shall be made in 
such a form that as many as possible of the firms 
established in the country may be in a position to sub- 
mit offers.

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REPORT OF H.M. ELECTRICAL INSPECTOR 
OF MINES 


The Secretary for Mines announces the publication of 
the Report for 1935 of Mr. J. A. B. Horsley, H.M. Electrical 
Inspector of Mines. 


This Report deals almost exclusively with electricity in its 
application to coal mining; the information relating to the 
use of electricity at metalliferous mines and quarries having 
been transferred this year to the separately published 
Report which deals generally with such mines and quarries. 

Of the 2,075 coal mines working during the year, 1,324 
were using electrical power, and the number of electric 
motors installed was 47,460, with a total horse-power exceed- 
ing two million, showing an increase of over 60,000 h.p. as 
compared with 1934. The Report contains a detailed analysis 
of the distribution of electric motors over the various mining 
districts and their apportionment among the various classes 
of mining operations. 

The most interesting part of the Report deals with the 
gecurrence and means of prevention of accidents from the 
use of electricity. Tables and diagrams are included showing 
the causes of fatal and non-fatal electrical accidents over 
aperiod of years, and detailed descriptions are given of the 
fve accidents involving fatalities which occurred at collieries 
during 1935. Descriptions are also given of 26 non-fatal 
accidents and dangerous occurrences selected as being of 
particular interest or importance out of the total of 69 non- 
fatal accidents during the year. 


The Report deals also with the flameproof testing work 
of the Mines Department, and includes in an appendix a 
dassified list of nearly 250 types of electrical apparatus 
which were certified during the year and of other certificates 
covering modifications to apparatus previously certified.

IRON AND STEEL PRODUCTION IN 
SEPTEMBER 


The British Iron and Steel Federation reports that 650,800 
tons of pig iron were produced in September, as compared 
with 635,800 tons in August, 529,600 tons in September, 
1935, and a monthly average of 855,000 tons in 1913. 

The September output included 148,500 tons of hematite, 
366,400 tons of basic, 108,100 tons of foundry, and 13,300 
tons of forge pig iron. 

Furnaces in blast at the end of September numbered 111, 
two having been blown in during the month. 

The September production of steel ingots and castings 
amounted. to 1,027,000 tons, compared with 872,700 tons in 
August, 855,900 tons in September, 1935, and a monthly 
average of 638,600 tons in 1913. The output in September, 
1936, is the highest monthly production on record.

LLOYD’S REGISTER SHIPBUILDING 
RETURNS FOR SEPTEMBER QUARTER 


The statistics issued by ‘‘ Lloyd’s Register of Shipping ”’ 
regarding merchant vessels under construction at the end of 
September last show that in Great Britain and Ireland there 
is an increase of 79,839 tons in the work in hand as com- 
pared with the figures for the previous quarter. The present 
total of tonnage under construction—928,571 tons—exceeds 
by 398,017 tens (or upwards of 75 per cent.) the tonnage 
which was being built at the end of September, 1935, and 
is the highest quarterly total recorded since September, 
1930. It considerably exceeds the aggregate tonnage now 
under construction in the four leading countries abroad. 


About 47,000 tons—5:1 per cent. of the tonnage now being 
built in this country—are intended for registration abroad 
or for sale. 


The tonnage now under construction abroad*—1,182,866 
tons—is about 80,600 tons more than the work which was in 
hand at the end of June last. 


The leading countries abroad are:—Germany, 424,264 
tons; Japan, 175,801 tons; Holland, 140,475 tons; Sweden, 
111,860 tons; United States of America, 90,960 tons; and 
Denmark, 82,015 tons. 


Of the tonnage being built abroad, 401,996 tons (or 34:0 
per cent.) are intended for registration elsewhere than in 
the country of build. 


Worzip TonnaGE UNDER CONSTRUCTION 


The total tonnage under construction in the world* 
amounts to 2,111,437 tons, of’ which 44-0 per cent. is being 
built in Great Britain and Ireland, and 56-0 per cent. 
abroad. The quarterly total for the world shows an increase 
of 160,432 tons over the figures at the end of June last, and 
is the highest recorded since December, 1930. 


In Great Britain and Ireland, construction was commenced 
upon 293,176 tons during the last three months, an increase 
of 10,854 tons as compared with the corresponding total for 
the June quarter. During the quarter ended September 





* Excluding Russia, for which no figures are available, 
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last, 212,087 tons were launched in Great Britain and 
Ireland, an increase of 44,129 tons as compared with the 
previous quarter. Similar figures for abroad are 393,876 
tons commenced, and 303,846 tons launched, showing, as 
compared with the previous quarter, an increase of 3,424 
tons in the tonnage commenced, and of 4,992 tons in the 
tonnage launched. 


Steam and motor oil tankers under construction in the 
world amount to 82 vessels of 655,236 tons, of which 26 
vessels of 202,030 tons are being built in Great Britain and 
Ireland, 16 vessels of 123,270 tons in Germany, 9 vessels of 
77,140 tons in the United States, 7 of 62,000 tons in Sweden, 
7 of 48,320 tons in Holland, 5 of 46,850 tons in Denmark, 
6 of 45,400 tons in Japan, 3 of 20,220 tons in Spain, and 
1 of 15,456 tons in France. 


Of the 928,571 tons under construction in Great Britain 
and Ireland at the end of September, 466,663 tons con- 
sisted of motorships, while at the same date the motorship 
tonnage being constructed abroad (781,796 tons) was 385,168 
tons in excess of that of the steamers. 


The vessels being built in the world at the end of Sep- 
tember include five steamers and 40 motorships of between 
8,000 and 10,000 tons each; five steamers and 25 motorships 
of between 10,000 and 20,000 tons; five steamers and three 
motorships of between 20,000 and 30,000 tons; and two 
steamers each exceeding 30,000 tons. 


MarinE ENGINES 


The horse-power of steam engines now being built or being 
fitted on board amounts to about 862,000 h.p.; this figure 
includes 76 sets of turbine engines of about 530,000 shaft 
h.p. The h.p. of the steam reciprocating engines (about 
332,000) represents 15-4 per cent. of the total h.p. of marine 
engines now being built in the world. The figures for oil 
engines aggregate approximately 1,294,000 h.p. and comprise 
60-0 per cent. of the world’s total h.p. of marine engines 
under construction. 


Of the merchant shipbuilding in hand throughout the 
world at the end of September, 1,368,042 tons, or nearly 65 
per cent., are being built under the inspection of Lloyd’s 
Register. Of this total, 836,265 tons, representing more 
than 90 per cent. of the tonnage being built there, are under 
construction in Great Britain and Ireland; while, of the 
tonnage being built abroad, 531,777 tons, or 45-0 per cent., 
are being constructed under the inspection of Lloyd’s 
Register.

Calcutta, October 11.—Rain fell in Assam on two days 
and in Bengal on one day. 


Crop ConDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


Madras, October 3.—There has been very heavy rain on 
the west coast. The transplanting and sowing of paddy is 
proceeding. Crops are in fair condition. 

Bihar, October 5.—General rain has fallen, being heavy 
in Patna and Ranchi. Crops, including sugarcane, are in 
good condition except in flooded areas, Aghani paddy is 
doing well. 

Orissa, October 5.—Rainfall has been heavy in Cuttack 
and Puri. The weather generally has been stormy and 
cyclonic. The harvesting of Bialdi paddy and til is going 
on, and the Puri paddy, sugarcane and groundnut crops are 
thriving. 
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Punjab, October 5.—The weather has been dry, except for 
light rain in places. The sugarcane and cotton crops are in 
average to good condition in irrigated areas and under 
average to average in unirrigated areas. 

Central Provinces, October 3.—Light to moderate rain has 
fallen, with light hail in places. Cotton plants are shedding 
their bolls. The condition of khariff is good. 

United Provinces, October 3.—Rainfall has been light. 
The harvesting of sugarcane and picking of cotton is pro- 
gressing. 

Bengal, October 7.—Rainfall generally has been moderate 
to heavy, although light in places. The harvesting of 
autumn crops is being completed. The prospects of winter 
paddy are satisfactory. 

Bombay, October 10.—Good rain has fallen in Karnatak 
and South Konkan. Crops are growing well, and khariff 
and rabi are progressing. 

Sind, October 10.—No rain has fallen in Bajri or Jowar. 
Rice has been harvested, and the picking of American cotton 
has started. Crops are in good condition. 

Assam, October 12.—The weather has been seasonable. 
The outturn and prospects of crops are fair.—Trade

CYPRUS 


CROP CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


The weather throughout August was hot, with increased 
atmospheric humidity and night dews. The threshing of 
cereals was practically completed by the end of the month. 
Insect pests and fungus diseases are taking heavy toll from 
summer crops, and considerable damage has been caused 
to vineyards by attacks of downy and powdery mildew. 
Prices of practically all agricultural produce have beet 
maintained, and, with the presence of a Greek mission for 
buying seed wheat, those for wheat have tightened. 
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It is realised that the wheat crop is poor both in quality 
and quantity. An average crop of barley, both in quality 
and quantity, has been secured. Planting of potatoes has 
continued, and there has been a good demand for seed 

atoes for local planting. A satisfactory crop of onions 
isin store, and there is a good trade. Cotton development 
has been slow; plants are carrying a good crop of bolls, but 
cotton boll worm started its activities early and may cause 
heavy loss. 

As regards citrus fruits, spraying against red scale con- 
tinued and trapping of Ceratitis started. Among other 
fruits, the peach crop is small. Walnut production is good, 
but, as with most fruit, is being gathered too soon. Carob 
production is slightly over that of last year. The quality of 
all vine products will be poor, and the quantity not up to 
average.—-Government of Cyprus Information Office in 
Iondon.

The totals of imports and exports 
during the six months ended June 30 were 68-7 million 
lits and 92-4 million lits, as against 61-4 million lits and 
74-7 million lits, respectively, in the first half of 1935. 

Almost the whole of the favourable trade balance is due 
to trade with the United Kingdom, which now takes 50 per 
cent. of Lithuania’s exports and supplies 40 per cent. of 
her imports.

GENEVA PROTOCOL FOR PROHIBITION OF 
USE OF POISONOUS GAS, ETC. 


ACCESSION BY LUXEMBURG 


The Board of Trade are informed that the Grand Duchy 
of Luxemburg has now ratified the Protocol signed at 
Geneva on June 17, 1925, for the prohibition of the use 
inwar of asphyxiating and poisonous gas and bacteriological 
methods of warfare.

SYRIA—JAPAN 
COMMERCIAL AGREEMENT 


H.M. Consul-General at Beirut has forwarded particulars 
ofa Commercial Agreement which was signed on July 29 
vetween France (on behalf of Syria) and Japan. 


Under the terms of the Agreement, Japanese cotton yarns 
ind Japanese piece-goods of cotton, silk or rayon, can only 
be exported to Syria under licences granted by the respec- 
uve exporters’ associations under the control of the Japanese 
Government. The cost of these licences will be 3 per cent. 
of the c.i.f. price of the goods exported. The proceeds of this 
levy will form a fund for the encouragement of imports of 
Syria goods into Japan, the fund being distributed amongst 
the importers of such goods in accordance with the recom- 
uendations of a committee composed of representatives of 

cotton and silk and rayon exporters’ associations and of 
© importers concerned. Japanese goods will receive most 
favoured nation treatment in Syria and Syrian goods will 
‘ceive similar treatment in Japan.

WHEAT ACT, 1982: QUOTA PAYMENTS IN 
RESPECT OF IMPORTED FLOUR AND 
PRE-ENTRY OF FLOUR EXPORTED OR 

SHIPPED AS STORES 


1. Under the Wheat (Quota Payments) No. 2 Order, 1936, 
dated August 7, 1936, made by the Minister of Agriculture 
and Fisheries under the Wheat Act, 1932, a quota payment 
at the rate of 9-6 pence per hundredweight or 2s. per sack 
of 280 lbs. must be made to the Wheat Commission in respect 
of imported flour as defined in Section 20 of the Act entered 
for home consumption or home use as from the 9th day of 
August, 1936. The address of the Wheat Commission is 
10, Smith Square, London, S.W.1. 


2. Section 6 of the Act provides that no entry of such 
flour for home consumption or home use may be signed by an 
Officer of Customs and Excise except on production and 
surrender to him of a receipt in the prescribed form for the 
amount of quota payments payable in respect of the flour.

The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ”? of October 2 announces 
that, following the recent revision of the duties on fresh- 
vater fish (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of September 17, page 417), the 
quota restrictions on trout measuring up to 30 cms. in 
lngth will henceforth be applied to trout weighing up to 
$0 gms. each, and the restrictions on trout measuring more 
than 80 ems. in length to trout weighing more than 350 
gus. each (both categories). 


Licences will be required in respect of trout weighing up 
to 350 gms., but there will not be any licence tax. Trout 
weighing more than 350 gms. must be accompanied by cer- 
tifeates of origin. 


GERMANY 


IMPORTATION OF COAL AND COKE FROM 
THE UNITED KINGDOM 


The Board of Trade have been informed that the Reichs 
(oal Commissioner has notified the figure of German coal 
consumption for August, 1936, as 9,787,500 metric tons (i.e. 
m increase of 31 per cent. over 7,500,000 metric tons). 


In accordance with the provisions of the Trade Agreement 
April 18, 1938, between the United Kingdom and Ger- 
many, the quota for imports of United Kingdom coal and 
woke into the German Customs Area for October, 1936, has 
ben correspondingly increased from the minimum of 180,000 
metric tons to 235,800 metric tons.

POLAND 


CERTIFICATES OF ORIGIN 


A Circular, dated August 8, 1936, issued by the Polish 
Ministry of Finance, gives notice that, in applying con- 
ventional Customs rebates or exemptions, under permit from 
the Minister of Finance, both permit and certificate of 
origin (properly issued) must be presented, even though it is 
not clear from the permit that a certificate of origin is 
necessary. Moreover, the certificate of origin must contain 
a full consular visa, should a consular visa be required. 

If, therefore, a viséd certificate of origin is presented, 
stating that it ‘‘ does not concern Customs reductions,’’ the 
consular visa must be charged to its full amount in con- 
formity with paragraph 20 of the Ministerial Circular of 
May 28, 1935 (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of July 11, 1935, pages 
72-76). 

In applying autonomous Customs rebates or exemptions, 
under permit from the Minister of Finance, if a certificate 
of origin is required, a full consular visa need not be pre- 
sented and, accordingly, the consular fee to its full value 
is not leviable.

With reference to the notice regarding Bolivian 
import restrictions in the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ”’ 
of October 8 (pages 519-520), translations of two 
Decrees have been forwarded by H.M. Representative 
at La Paz. 


To the information already published, it is added 
that provision has also been made for the control of 
all exchange transactions, and gives a list of goods in 
respect of which exchange will be granted only by the 
Committee of Control. The official rate of Bs. 50 to 
the £ sterling will apply only in the case of the public 
services and for the purchase of articles of absolute 
necessity. 


_ Any infraction of the restrictions on the part of 
importers is to involve confiscation of the goods and 
a fine equal to double the duties.
